ANY FURTHER DELAYS MUST 
BE AVOIDED. -; 


London, July 8. , 
Discuasions with the French 
Govornment regarding . the  pro- 
jected mecting in London of 
experts of the Governments of the 
Powers which -are -partics to tho 
Young Plan, are proceeding. It 
will bo the duty of these oxperts 
to examine the matters upon which 
the obsorvations of the French 
Government were attached to. the 
announcement of on agreement 
with <Amerien on President 
Hoover's proposed war debts holi- 
day. f ee 
While it is recognised in Paris 
that a. conference of Ministers 
must follow the meeting of ex- 
perts, a final reply from the 
French Government is awaited be- 
fore the dates and other details 
can be arranged. Meanwhile, the 
view {s expressed in Paria that the 
suggested period of one week may 
prove insufficient for the experts 
to complete their task. 


_The general satisfaction 
pressed when the first news of 
favourable result of .the 
Franco-American negotiations 
was received. ja reflected in to- 
dny’s newspaper comment. - : 

The Times in an editorial head- 
Ing anys that the hope inspired 
by: the Freneh acceptance should 
enable German ‘credit, © which 
during the week-end found itself 
almost at the end of {ts tether, to 
turn the corner, nnd though the 
period of recovery must be slow 
there ts no reason why the collapse 
which war threatening should not 
he .averted. ‘ 
‘ “For, whatever outstanding 
diMiculties still remain to be set- 
thed between the various: signa- 
tories to the Young Plan on the 
details of the. proposed mora- 
torium, the French Government 
have conceded the paramount 
principle of complete rellef for 
Germany from reparation —pay- 
ments for twelve months. which it. 
wag the object of President Hoo- 
ver to secure. In comparison 
with this all important concession 
reservations are of secondary im- 
portnnee.” 


French Objections, 


Referring to. the French  ob- 
servations on the guarantee fund, 
the’ Timea anys.—It is clear that 
Mr. Hoover's proposals lic wholly 
outside the scope of ‘the Young 
Plan, and under the agreement 
France has obtained. express re- 
cognition, implied in the arrange- 
ments made for repayment of the 
suspended unconditional annuity, 
that her juridicial rights -under 
the plan are in no way defeated by 
this holiday. Wt is difficult, there- 
fore, te sec on what grounds she 
is now domhnding modification of 
the rights . of other creditor 
Powers. As to the amount of de- 
Hyeries In kind; owing to the com- 
pliented nature of the subject a 
conference of experts appears to 
be Inevitable, but it is essential 
that, whatever technical details 
may ultimately be agreed upon, 
the temporary burden of financing 
these deliveries should’ be lifted 
‘yom the shoulders of the German 
Government. The precarious 
situation of German credit ren- 
ders prompt agreement on-this 
point absolutely necessary.” 


Delays Must be Avoided.. 


The Morning Post snys everybody 
will cordially endorse thé satis- 
faction with which Mr, Hoover 
has welcomed the Franco-Ameri- 
can settlements, but if the unl- 
versal enthusiasm with which Mr. 
Hoover's proposal was at first re- 
celved is to be revived, further 
delays must at all costs be avoided. 
It is therefore “urkently to. be 
hoped that-the conference to settle 
the final detnils of the scheme will 
meet promptly, and will promptly 
reach its conclusions. The ‘Hoo- 
yor moratorium, provided it comes 
into immediate operation, will un- 
doubtedly confer incalculable ad- 
vantages upon the whole-harassed 
world.

Statements Made. 


An interpreter then produced 
the stutements made by the defen.

Chung Fu, a fisherman, bore 
out this statement, by saying that 
nbout 4 p.m. on May 1 he went to 
claim some money from the 
second defendant at his shop, and 
bad stayed the night with him. 
The defondant did not leave the 
house while he was there.

In discharging the two defen- 
dants, Mr, Hamilton said that the 
‘whole. evidence was a tissue of 
lies upon which no jury could, 
should or would convict. The 
crew of the junk were utterly 
discredited -by. the. discovery..that 
they had concealed their return 
to Hongkong on. May 11 when 
they did not report. the alleged 
robbery. The se¢ond defendant 
had answered the allegations and 
called ovidence of an alibi, which 
he quite believed.

He was quite satls- 
fied that the defendant had made 
those statements to the police, but 
did not incriminate himself in 
thom, and they were not evidence 
against the sezond defendnnt, 
apart from the doubtful point as 
to whether the name used refer- 
red to the second defendant, of 
which there was ho proof. He 
was quite satlaficd that both de- 
fendants could not possibly be 
found guilty on all the charges 
against them,’ and thercfore ‘it 
was his duty to discharge them.

BRITISH FILMS. 


Vhe question of providdayg aan 
opening: for British films in’ Hong 
Kony was bound to come to the Fore 
suoner ar tater. Th has now been 
brouwsht forward fn a manner which 
has directed ‘attention to another 
matter ax well, namely, (he future 
of one semewhat dilapidated City 
Hal, The prime issue, however, is 
whether the products of British 
atuidios are to be given a chance in 
this Colony. As we see the posi- 
tien, that: depends entirely on the 
Government, The aedhorities could, 
if they wished, make Uhe City Thall 
avallable for the purpose, or, fail- 
ing that, they could introduce a law 
providing for the quota system. 
Bither the one step or the other, or 
both, appears te be called for, es- 
pecially since a local Company iy in 
n position lo provide as sufficiency of 
films for the puFopse and has, in 
fact, contracted for supplies which, 
unless an adequate outlet is pro- 
vided, they will be unable to show. 

So far as the City Hall is con- 
cerned, there appears to-be a clause 
in the trust deed governing the 
control and munagement of the 
building which prohibita the grant- 
ing of an extended leuse of the pre- 
mises for purpose of  entertain- 
The Government, however, 
has the power to waive that clause. 
At‘the moment, it doca not appear 
inclined to make the concession, des- 
pite the, fact that the Trustees 
have come to tentative terms with 
the would-be lessees, “We cofild well 
understand, and. appreciate — the 
Government attitude if it, were. a 
cnse ,of preventing _ the - building 
from being alienated from public 
use, but when the poaition Is analya- 
edit becomes clear that this point 
is not involved. In the first place, 
the thehtre is practically, not used 
at all at present; secondly, it would 
most decidedly servo o public need 
if leased for the purpose of display- 
ing British films. . Weare aware 
that thero-are plans in existence 
for the very necessary rebuilding 
of the City Hall, but these cannot 
possibly mature for many - yenrs. 
That being the caso, it would surely 
be preferable for a part: of ‘the 
building to be reconstructed, «and 
uscd, than that this part should re 
mnin totally tnoecupled.

SEARCHING FOR 
ICEBERGS. 
ABSENCE FROM Nonitit 
ATLANTIC. 


if New York, June $6. 

The almost complete absence of 
ive-bergs in the North Atlantic is 
pluzzliag American seientisia, who 
offer various explanations: for tho 
phenomenon, but who feel so un- 
certain of their ground that most 
of them hesitate to give the Ox- 
planations the support of their 
names, : 


‘Licuunant-Commahder 6, H. 
Smith, of the coastguard, who is 
regarded as one of America’s fore- 
most authorities on icebergs, is 
now en route to Europe to join the 
Graf Zeppelin on its proposed 
polar flight. He holdd the theory 
that the shore ice along ‘Labrador 
and Greenland forms fonee 
which ordinarily keeps the -bergs 
from grounding in the shallows, 
pushing them back into the current 
which sweeps them south Into the 
shipping lanes. 


Possibly from the same drought 
which so serlously affected — the 
United States last summer, he be- 
lieves that this ice fence has failed 
to attainvauflicient ‘strength this 
season to keep the bergs from 
srrounding ‘along the coast. He 
has urged that a special expedition 
should) be sent to Labrador to 
count tho grounded = bergs and 
generally study their absonco from 
the North Atlintic. 


Gulf Stream Blamed. 


One expert of New York's Wea-

WORK OF THE NEW 
HONGKONG SOCIETY. 


“Recently,” writes Archdeacon 
Swann fn St. John’s Review, “L 
received a copy of the report of 
the Hongkong Society for tho Pro- 
tection of Children. This exccllent 
little document so roused mo that 
1 wrote to Mr. Hazlerigg, one of 
the secretarica, to ask whether ono 
could hp In any way, beaide finan- 


‘clally, In backing up the Socicty'’s 


work, He replied with the letter 
which .we reprint below, and Inter 
he sent me some photographs of 
children, found and” helped by the 
Society, which absolutely tear one’s 
heart out. 

“TL feel stire that the majority of 
our fellow countrymen 
aware of, and therefore nre_ not 
moved by the appalling results of 
the unbelievable poverty which 
exists under our very noses, Of 
course the problem is vast, and any- 
thing that we can do will be merely 
touching the fringo of it.

nothing to relieve them when their

Of course 
what ia done must be done wisely, 
but we can rest assured that those 
reponsible for the work of | the 
Society for the Protection of Child- 
ren have been chosen because they

Considering the short notice it 
was possible to give, and the novelty 
of the scheme whereby the Colony 
was enabled to tuke advafttage of 
the air. mail service from Shang- 
hat to Manchouli, the first despatch 
of’mail over this route was quite 
satisfactory, in’ the opinion of the 
postal authorities, 


In all, 176 letters wore: received 
and despatched, 143 to London and 
other parts of England, and 32 
routed to Berlin for transmission 
to other parts of Europe. Onc let- 
ter wns iecelved addressed to 
Teheran, Persia, which was routed 
to Berlin. 4 


As previously mentioned, a great 
deal of unnecessary trouble was 
given to the postal authorities by 
senders failing to follow tho offi- 
cial instructions as to the propor 
superscription. 


The next mall over this route will 
close at the General Post Office on 
Saturday at 5 p.m. and will connect 
with the air mail leaving Shanghai 
on the Tueéday evening following. 
These letters must be handed over 
the counter and be prepald ‘with 
the regular postage plus, 30 cents 
for every half.ounce or fraction 
thereof for the air service.
